T IS quite usual to think of the 1928-29 era as a time when 
everybody was buying stocks; there were jokes about boot- 


• blacks taking a flyer in the market. 


We think of that as a bygone time, as a strange phe- 


nomenon which flared up and died away. 


That is why it comes as a surprise to see Barren's fin- 


ancial weekly asserting that there are today more stockhold- 
ers in the country than ever before. 


The result of a survey made by the magazine indicates 


that there are probably 25,000,000 holders of common and 
prefered stock in the country today.

Sprayed Fruit and Vegetables Should Be 


Washed Thoroughly 


(This is the second and conclud- 


ing article by Dr. Fishbeln in which 
he dkcusses fruit and vegetable 
if. rays.) 


The Council on Foods of the Arneri- 


psn Medical Association has said that 
feed products should never contain 
• toxic contaminations that may 
en- 


danger health. Fresh fruits and veg- 
etables which have been sprayed with 
poisonous mixtures to kill insects— 
and 
particularly 
moths—should 
be 


carefully washed with plenty of wat- 
er or with sojoie special solvent solu- 
tion before they are used. Washing 
with plain water does not always as- 
sure complete removal of all the ma- 
terial used in sprays. 


Naturally distributorsh of foods have 


a serious responsibility to the public. 
und they themselves should make cer- 
tain that the products as presented for 
consumption are entirely wholesome. 


Manufacturers now make available 


to fruit growers dipping tainks in 
which the fruit is put into a concen- 
tration of 1 per cent hydrochloric acid 
for two or three minutes. This meth- 
od is not altogether convenient, and is 
used only for very small amounts of 
fruit. 


In packing plants in which oranges, 


grapefruit, apples, and other fruits are 
ha/idled in large amounts, machines 
are used with flotation-type washers, 
in which the fruit floats through the 
tanks on the surface of the solution 
and is constantly turned over and sub- 


merged as it passes. Such devices will 
handle from 2000 to liOtif) bushels per 
day. 


The two materials that have proved 


most satisfactory for the removal of 
i'pray residues are hydrocloric acid, as 
already described, and sodium silicate, 
and fluorine. The sodium silicate so- 
lutions are are less effective for apples! 
than acid solutions, and sodium silicate] 
is not generally recommended in the 
eastern part of the United States where 
the spraying material differs from that 
used in the western portions of the 
United States.

Increase in State 


2,72(5 Persons Are Given 


Jobs, Employment Of- 


fices Report 


Approximately .'{•! per cent of the 


£726 job placements made to private 
industry by the H offices of the Em- 
ployment Service in Arkansas during 
June 
went to applicants under 25 


years old, an increase of 5 per cent 
in the proportion of persons from that 
age group compared with May figures, 
according to rpeorls made public by 
D. Palmer Patterson, Chief, Arkansas 
Slate Employment. Service. 


"Of the balance," Mr. Patterson said, 


"21.5 per cent were 25-34 years old; 
21 per cent were 3!>-<M; 13.4 per cent 45- 
54; and 9.2 per cent over 54. 


"Of the jobs found, 65 per cent were 


filled by men, 87 per cent by white 
persons, and 6 per cent by veterans. 
'Hic.se pro|K>rlions remained practical- 
ly unchanged from May, when due 
to large agricultural demands, 55 per 
cent more placements wrce made than 
in June. 


"Slightly more than 2100 of the ap- 


plicants placed had been unemployed 
one week or less, and only 10 had been 
out of work for more than a year. 


"Although 77 per cent of the place- 


ments were classified in the unskilled 
group, many permanent positions were 
found for persons in the higher occu- 
pational brackets at good salaries. Jobs 
were found for 15 stenographers and 
typists; 25 bookecpers and clerks; and 
40 salespersons. The list of 30 skilled 
craftsmen placed includes bricklayers, 
cabinet makers, linotype 
operators,

kinds of carpenters.

work continued at the same high rate 
noticeable since last November, New 
applicants totalled 4918 of which 3781 
were men.

It cost almost $2,000,000, and commands an impressive view of the 


junction of Lake Huron with the St. Clair river, a point where teeming lake traffic funnels through the narrow channel. The American 
and Canadian governments built the respective approaches, and an international commission built the center span. The bridge opens 


a new fast route between Chicago and Montreal.

medical care. 


Prepayment medical care plans are 


in operation in 11 -communities (At- 
lanta, Ga.; Seattle, Wash., etc.) and 
provide medical care for persons in 
low-income groups for an annual or 
monthly premium. 


Postpayment medical service bureaus 


operate in 11 communities (Washing- 
ton, D. C.; Wichita, Kan., et.) and 
help individuals with low incomes to 
receive a reduction in their medical 
bills and to pay the bills on a monthly 
budgeted basis. 


Growth of such hospitalization plans

Modeled Constitution 
After America's 


'THE United States of Brazil 


(Estados 
Unidos do Brasil) 


came into being Nov. 15, 1889, 
with the overthrow of the monar- 
chy. 
A constitution, following in 


the main that of the United States, 
was adopted in 1891. 


Under this constitution the re- 


public of 20 states was governed, 
the relation between the national 
and the state governments sharply 
denned. 
The Brazilian constitu- 


tion also clearly recognized the 
separation of powers, as in the 
American document, between the 
legislative, the executive and the 
judicial. 
It provided for the elec- 


tion of a president for four years 
by a direct vote of the electors. It 
gave him substantially the same 
powers and duties as a U S. Pres- 
ident. 


So was the rich South American 


nation administered until Getulio 
;Vargas within the last year pro- 
jmulgated a new constitution, dis- 
solved all legislative bodies, ef- 
fected other changes in the form 
of government. But today Brazil 
still pays homage to the original 
democratic document, has issued a 
special stamp, shown here, com- 
memorating the 150th anniversary 
of the adoption of the U. S. Con- 
stitution in 1787. It is dark blue, 
features an eagle and shield.
